gave unintended oOfence. The demand 
for a rediicticm of the ex|)enditiire cm 
no longer be ignored, and King Humbert 
h.-i.t r.-huaau'-ly eoii.iente.l t-o permil his' new 
])reinier to enter upon a jioliey of curtail- 
ment. .A dispatch from Vienna say.s this 
news has created no little gloom in Austrian 
]iolitieal c'irclos, and from Kerlin comes the 
news that the Kaiser and his chanecllor are 
far from satisfied with the cliiinge in Italy. 
The Ru.fsiiiii pre-:s, on the other hand, is 
outspoken in expressing the hope that 
l''ranue and Italy wdl now come closer to- 
gether.

The bill iiitrudnced by Dr. Milne is for 
tlii.H imrjiosc and for no other. It is a 
measure for tlie protection of the public 
against ignorance and uuskillfulneas in 
despensing medicines and poison. It pro- 
vides thai iiersons who may hereafter en- 
g ige ill the business of chemist and druggist 
in Ibis cit\- or any other incorpoiateil town 
in tlie prin iiice, shall jiosscss the knowledge 
everywhere else necessary to do their work

The Times asserts that England is not op 
posed to tlie broadest kind of reciprocity l>e 
twcen Canada and the United .'states 
Where ilid our coiiteiiipm ary get its in 
formation ?

We notice that our contemporary, wlien 
it uses the word " reciprocity," takes good 
care not to qualify it by the adjective "un- 
restricted," Yet unrestricted reciprocity is 
the sole plank of the Opposition phitfnrm. 
We liave yet to see llic Kiiglishiniui, atates- 
ihan OF private citizen, who says that Can- 
ada would do right to admit United States 
oommoiities free, while it levied heavy du- 
ties on commodities of the same kind com- 
ing from Great Brifain, The Kiiglish con- 
sider, as a matter of course, that if any 
United .States article is allowed to enter 
Canada duty free, articles of the .same cliuss, 
the growth and produce of tlic 13ritisli 
Islands, will he placed on the free list.

And if Ureal Britain's giving a 
foreigner, .■uid one ton wlio is n.il in any rr- 
spuct at all too neigliborly, a pruferenco over 
Canada would incenso and grieve Canadians, 
how aro wo to e.vpect ICiigliahmon to feel 
when Canada gives Aniuricaii citizens prc- 
forenco in inatterft of trade, over our British 
fellow Hulijei'ls?

We confess to being disappointed in tin 
Attorney-Oeneral's libel bilL We expecleil 1 
that it would bear some reseniblaiuc to the 
Ontario Act, but it does not re.-ienible it to 
any great extent, and appears to be franii-il 
in a very diflerent spirit. 

In the first pliice, il is a lawyer's bill. 
It is couched ui a language wliioh a layman 
tries in vain to understand. A\ ho, except a 
professional man, can get anything like a 
clear idea of the meaning hidden under the 
following mass of legal verbiage ? Section 
2 of the bill reads as follows: 

"In actions of libel and slander, the 
plaintiir m;iy aver that the words or iiiallijr 
eoinplaiiied of were used in a defamatory 
sense, .specifying such defamatory sense 
without any jirefatory averment to show 
how such words or matter were used in that 
sense, and such averment shall be in issue 
by the denial of the alleged libel or .slander; 
and where the words or matter set forth, 
with or without the alleged meaning, show 
a cause of action, the declaration shall bo 
sufficient." 

We give this .section because it is short, 
but there are olber sections which are, to 
the unprofessional mind, eniially incompro- 
liensible. How many niembers are there in 
the H0U.S0 of Assembly who can, by un- 
assisted study, arrive at an intelligent con- 
clusion as to what Mr. -Uavie's bill really 
means ? We quoatiou if, outside tho moiii- 
bers who are lawyers, there ia ono. And 
j'et these gentlemen are required to pro-

These two made 
speeches lo each other — very diiilomatic, in 
all probability — for upwards of an hour, and 
Ihi'U the ri^presenlative of the tribe at home 
called out the names of thi' callers, wli > a)), 
priiaelicd in their canoes to near shore. A 
formal address of welcome was next do- 
! livered — how highly civilized the Indians 
1 are beeoniing — and then the hospitable 
! Sitka tribe rushed into the water and 
j literally received their guests with opcu 
arms, liaulcil their eaiiocs out of the water, 
and condiicteil tiioir visitors in high state to 
the feast awaiting them, of last year's wild 
strawberries, carefully preserved in seal oil.

LOHENGRIN, 



Thi First of Wagner's Wierd aud 
Beaatifnl Operas to be Vvo- 
dnced Here. 



Miss Jach. as Elsa, is Seen at Her 
Best— The Season 
' Ended- 



Wagnerian opera, wliioli wa.s liciirtl by 
Victorians for tlic first time at lionie, liiat 
evening, is ricli in originality. In l^iolien- 
grin, the author sots at defiaiieu all csta))- 
lished muHical forms, and his fantastic, 
mythical creation is therefore refrcshuig and 
delightful, 08 a change, if nothing olao. In 
thti presentation, the full value of eauh and 
ovofy stage art is recognized, and orclicstra- 
tion, scenic anil spectacular cU'ects fill ini- 
P'jrtant places. The plot aud jioetry of the 
drama itself is presented to the audience as 
the priuci]ial, not secondary part, of the 
opera ; and the nuisic sjirings directly 'from 
the requirements of the text. Conseiiuently, 
the interest of the aiidience in the poetic 
stoiy ia not suspended, wliilo artificial 
arias are being " rendered." The music, in 
all its forms, is designed to be uatiu'al and 
cnclianting ; not forced, to display the vocal 
abilities of the artists. The orchestra is 

fiven more scope, being, as the author has 
imsclf explained, " not n mere iustriunent 
of accompaniment, but entering into the 
play as closely iis the actors." 

Of tiie story of " Lohengrin," inucli can 
be said in praise. It is full of legcMiihiry 
beauty, and every word, is poctiy ami 
music. Henry, "the Fowler," King of 
Germany, has come to Antwerp to summon 
his lieges against the Himgarians, mIio 
threaten the eastern frontier. He finds the 
chiefs divided and without a leader— (.'ott- 
fried, the young son of the late DuUe, liav- 
ing mysteriously disappeared, aud Fi cilci ick 
Tcimarund, in virtue of his wife's royal 
. descent, claiming the sovereignty of lira- 
bant. Telniarinid openly accuses I'Hsa 
((Jottfried's sister) of liaviu;^' uuimIciciI lier 
lirotlicr to win the crown for herself: Klsa 
is suminnucil to ap])ear and an.swcr the 
charge ; and the King decrees that her 
cause shall be -suliuiitted to ordeal of battle 
between Tehuarund and any champion she 
ni'iy choose to defend her. Slie describes a 
knight she 1ms .seen in a vision, and 
conjures him to light for lier. Ailtir 
re])L'iteil appeals, a skilf, drawn by 
11 .-.Willi, i.s sccri to iijiproach the shore ; 
in it is Lohengrin, Klsa's cliosen kiught, 
who ajcepts Tolliuarund'.s challenge, licfoje 
they liglit, J.ohenei iu liclroths himself to 
Kl.sa. lirst clainiiLig lier solemn promise i ever 
to (jULstioii liini as to liis name or I'acc, nor 
wlunce he came to her. 'J'ellmariind is 
overciuiie in the comliat, and stri])peil cf his 
lands and honors. 

In the second act, Tellniarund, aud Ortrud, 
his wife, are watching outside tlio pahice, 
which resounds with mirth and rovehy ; 
-they are determined yet to compass the ri.in 
of Klsa and Ijoliengriu, and be reinstated in 
their former rank. Klsa appears up n the 
!balcony, and to her Ortrud makes a pitct.ua 
appeal, which so effectually moves Klsa 
.that she promises to obtain, the reprieve of 
Tellmarund's sentence. She appears to shel- 
ter Ortrud for the night, ond she aval's 
herself of the opportunity to sow the first 
, ' seeds of suspicion in Elsa's mind. Betaineis 
rand vassals are assembled to form the bridal 
procession. Ortrud appeals in the t.-aiii of 
IDlsa's ladies, and, arriving at the steps of 
the minister, she cannot restrain her 
liauglity temper, and disputes Elsa's right of 
precedence. In the commotion tlie King 
and Lohengi in enter. Lohengrin reproves 
bis !)r.de for ho ding converse with theevil- 
Miiiidcil woman, .uid tlicy are proceeding in- 
to the church, when I'cllinariiiid appears and 
accuses Lobeugriii of sorcci y. 'I he fa tli of 
the king and lii.s knighis, in Lolicugrln, re- 
mains unsliaken, however, and Lohengrin 
and Elsa are finally united. 

'I'lie tliird aud last act opens when KLsa 
and Lohengrin are, for ihe first time, alone. 
Doubt and suspic on having Ijy this time 
taken possession of her mind, she questions 
her liiisl)and with growing velieiiu'iice, un- 
nilndfiil of his warning that her cloubta 
luii.st end their hajipiucss, for tliat, if she 
insists, he must revc.il his secret. In the 
midst of their altercation, a niurderoiis at- 
tempt is made upon Luliengrin's life l)y 
Tellniarund anil four of his followers. Elsa, 
quick to perceive their intent, hands Lo- 
hengrin his .sword, and he -strikes Tell- 
niarund dead with a single blow. He then 
places Klsa iu charge of t)ie ladies, telling 
thum to lead her into the presence of the 
icing. Before the king, he meets her once 
more, and reveals himself to be the son of 
Percivttl, and a knight of the Holy Orail ; 
being known, he is now bound to return to 
its mysterious guardianship. As he speaks, 
the swan with the skiff again 
■appears, and, to Elsa's grief, he 
bitis her an eternal farewell. Before 
be enters the skifV, be disenchaiits thes\i;in, 
who is no other than (Jottfried, transformed 
byOrtriid's sori:eiy , and who now enters into 
rightful poascs-ion of lils dukedom. 

*5Uch is the story ot Lnliriigrln ; here pre- 
bonteil with .slight alterations. Tlu; |)ucu- 
liar character of tlie ojicra makes its presen- 
tation acceptably ami intelligently the work 
of .studious artists, and thoroughly syiiipa- 
tliclic ones. .Miss .lucli, as Klsa, is given 
»;.\trai)rdiiiary opjioi'tuniiy to ilis|)lay her 
drauKitie, as well as musii'al, .streiglh ; ■Jiid 
Mr. (Miarlcs I li'djuniidt is a Lnhciignn willi 
whonil.ttle f aill c oi be fouiiil. .M iss( icu' gine 
von .lauuschowsky is ])articu! 'i-ly liltcil fur 
the role of Urtiud, wliil.' Mr. Vi Itiv nukes a 
kingly King. 'Ihc dilKcult part of Tel 
m^trund falls to .\Ir. Otto Uathjeiis, who 
sustains it well ; and .Mr. Knight and .Sliss 
Walton a' e also included iu the cast. The 
opciu calls into force the entire sticngtli of 
the company, and its presentation was a 
fitting finale to the successtul season in Vic- 
toria.

Tosemlte Valley In Calirnrnlit tka HMrt 
of tlie Spiioious rrodorT* . 
DoTototl to th« 'j^i^^: 
Peopled ^ 

'Probably few pcopio east of tho Rooky 
mountains aro a\yaro that during last 
autumn a now National pleasure ground, 
larger than tho State of Rhode Island, 
has been oatablishod in this country. 
This spaoioim park is in C;ilitornia, com- 
plotely .surroumiins lUo Yoscniito val- 
l(!y grant of ISll-l and about thirty tiino» 
as largo as that grant. It takes in not 
only tho entire watershed of the Werood 
river region, as defined by tho enoiroHn|f 
mountain range which i&oludos Tuo- 
lumne Peak and Cathedral Peak on th» 
north and northeast, Mount LyoU with 
its superb glaciors on tho oast and liucna 
Vista Peal: on tho south; but it ombracoa 
also tho noblo IJctch Ilctchy valloy,it8olf 
a second Yosoraito, and tho magnificont 
Grand canon of the Tuolumne, with its 
massivo walls and demos, and its cas- 
cades unequalled in volume of water by 
those of any other canon in tho Sierra. 
It crosses the TuoUimno meadows and 
annexes tho splendid range that con- 
tains Mount I3ana and I^Iount Oibbs and 
tho Mono pass. It has saved from tho 
lumberman and the Baw-mill tho Men* 
pass, the Morcod and Tuolumno grovog 
of bif; trees, and has secured Lake 
Eleanor. In short, it has hroufjiit with- 
in its protecting area all that needs t» 
bo reserved in that region of nature's 
marvels. 

The history of this acliievement, says 
the New York Sun, is intorestinp. The 
tyrant of Yosemito valley to California a 
quarter of a ce.ntury ago, "to bo held for 
public use, resort and recreation," was u 
mistake. The valley should have been 
retained under the charge of the In- 
terior Department for the same pur- 
poses, like tho Yellowstone Park, since 
it was intended for tho whole country. 
Such a disposition of it would have mado 
its (uistodians directly responsiblo to tho 
general (government, and would bavo 
.secured the uid of Congress for its. oate 
and improvement. • ,' 

After, a timo another mistake in the 
Yosemito grant became apparent. Tho 
iiroa convoynl had not boon largo 
enouj,'!!, and the valley was monaood by 
the industries gradually approaching it. 
The surrounding forests wore falling 
under tho axci, saw-mills wore busy 
among the great trees, enormous herds 
of sheep wore pastured on the mount- 
ains and trampled and stripped th« 
herbage and shrubs, while tho woods, 
when cleared of their more valuable 
timber, were sometimes burned bo as 
to destroy tho underbrush and improve 
the pasturage Even where tho lirci 
wore not intentional, the presence of 
the industries led to enormouff.destruo- 
tion from this source through careless- 
ness and accident. All this meant not 
only ravages in a region only le.ss ma- 
jestic and Oiq iiisite than tho Yosemito 
valley, but tho diminution of tho won- 
derful falls in this valley during tho 
season when they aro most visited, sinoa 
tho cutting of tnese loiests 'was sure- to 
lead to an earlier molting of the snows. 
It was plain, also, that those surround- 
ings for nmny miles ought to bo joined 
to the Voseniite tract as portions of a 
uniform system, ilio magnilicont setting 
of a cimtral gum. 

While this proieot was under discus- 
sion somo outory was raised in Cali- 
fornia against the present management 
of tlie Yosemito valley itself. A heated 
controversy arose, but it at least became 
clear that should tlio proposed enlarge- 
ment of tlio park ho mado it must not 
1)0 done with a continuation of the error 
of 1804, but a new National park must 
bo founded. A bill for this enlarge- 
ment had been drawn by Mr. 0. D. 
I'oston, ox'dclogato from Arizona, but 
it did not include even the whole of tho 
watershed of the Yosemito. General 
Vandever'.s bill, introduced Inst March, 
mado up somo lacks, yet was itself too 
limited in scope. It happened that Mr. 
John Muir, the Callfurnia naturalist, 
and !Mr. R. U. Johnson, of tho Century 
JIagazino, had camped together in tha» 
region, and at the request of tho latter 
Mr. Muir had sketched out tho bound- 
aries of a National Yosemito park as it 
ought to be. These greatly cx'tended 
boundaries were advocated by All". John- 
son before the committee of Congress, 
and wore approved as amendments to 
the Vaiulevcr bill, anil the measure as 
thus revised was passed liy the llouse. 
Under the urgent personal work ot its 
supporters it was concurred in by the 
Senate at the very end of tho session. 
In this way tho present mapnilloont 
area, measuring from forty to forty-fivo 
mill's east and west, its eastern outline 
bi'iiig in-rgular, and about thirty-seven 
rmriii anil .south, was secured to the 
counti-y as a public pleasure ground. 

VVbiie tbo original grant of tho Yo* 
somite valley and the Mariposa Big 
Tree drove to California in IHiM remains 
undisturbed it is not iinliliely to bo 
placed eventually uiuhu- the IS'ational 
manageniont of the far greater park 
which surrounds it. The second sec- 
tion of tho act brings the new park 
under tho oxoluslve control of tho Sec- 
retary of the Interior; and tho provis- 
ions of til is contro l aro similar to those, 
of the Yelliiwsh.ne I'arl;. 1 1 is prolialilo, 
therefore, that lilce tho latter it will bo 
put in tho custody of a troop of regular 
cavalry. 

' Thei'O was a second act passed at the 
samo session, and approved on tbo SStb 
of September, creating another park fn 

California. It sets apart for National 
uses tho Lra(;t eoiilainiiig the Tularo 
County big trees, and this also is under 
the control of tho Interior Department. 
Accordingly tho wonderful sequoia 
groves of tho Sierras, both in Mariposa 
and Tularo counties, tvitbln andwithout- 
tho new National Park, are now ado- 
(|uately secured. l!ut mention Is also 
merited of tlio iiublio-spirited gift just 
made liy Jlr. Armstrong of six hundred 
acres of redwood land on the northern 
border of Sonoma (bounty, near Clover' 
dale, with a fund of 5100,000 to support 
it. Thin gift is put In the hand.t of 
trustees, sinoo it could not be legally 
given to tbo States, but it ia^ll for pub- 
lie uses. j_
